GENTHE READER, 


—F=21 EAN lcaſtthe ſplendour and 
aey luſtre of the late reuolred Archbi- 
of s5hop of Spalara his dignitie, & the 
EAN painted hewe of wiſdome & lear- 
+: 'ning, of which he maketh only a 
ghew & fourish in his great bookeſet forth 
againſt the Catholique Churches Hierarchie 
andMonarchie,may daſle the cyes,and delude 
alſo the vnderſtanding of the vnlcarned, who 
may imagine noe litle euil in the Romaine 
Church which he hath left and forſaken, 
though in ir, and by it, he enioyed no ſmal 
liuings & honours, noe litle good in the Pro- 
reſtantes Church & Religion, ro which with 
ſuch lofſe,he is now aſſociated:1 have thought 
ap ro publish in our English rongue, the 
ate Cenſure of the learned Do@ours of Sor- 
bon, that they who vnderſtand notLatin,may 
ſee whattheir opinion is of his booke, and 
that it was but a vaine bragge of an Apoſtata, 
to father his dodrine touching the equalitie 
of the Apoſtles & Bishops their Succeſfſours, 
vppon ſo learned and Catholique a Colledge 
ef Diuines,

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For how could theſe DoRonrs, who ener 
hane been holden for learned Catholiques, 
and who cenſured Luthers articles euca in 
the beginning, either hold that there was e- 
qualitic in the 'Apoſtles,, or that Peter was 
not Cheefrtaine & Head amongſt them, this e- 
qualitic hauing been condemned in Marfilius 
Patauinus, wicleffe, Hus, Luther, and. Cal- 
vin? Or how could they without Cenfure of 
the Romaine Church anonche the like equa» 
lirie in Bishops with the Romaine Bishop S. 
Perers Coccefonr, this alſo hauing been ccn- 
ſored as anhereſic in the Patriarch of Con- 
ſtantinople ( who being backed by the Empe- 
rour would needs be called an vniwerſal Bi- 
Shop and not ſubic& to the Bishop of Rome) 
andin the aforſaid hereriques, who thar they 
myght dogmarize the more freely and wich- 
out controlment, as they equalized all the A- 
erage to Peter, ſo they made al Bishops fel- 

ow mates in Authoritie with the Pope his 
ſucceſſour. 

The Sorbon DoQours confeſſe with al 
Catholiques, thar Chriſt 1s till che onlie 
abſolute ſupreme Head and Paſtour of the 
Church , & Foundation beſides vuhich no man 
can put ante other, in th: ſame kind and degree: 
but yet they and al Catholiques auouche, that 
Chriſt ſubrraQting his viſible preſence from 
his Church militant, and nor ſpeaking in an 
audible voice ro determine cotrouerlies, nor 


conuerling viſiblic to goucrne & rule therio z 
hath

hatb left a viſible vice-regent, ſubie& & ſub- 


ordinate to him (elfe, but ſuperiour to rhe 
whole Church, and the reſt of her Bishops 
and Paſtours. 

Forifthe gouernment of the Church had 
been'left to al Bishops cquallie, who should 
haue ſummoned and called theſe Bishops ro 
conſultation and definition in Councelles ? 
For if al be equal,cucric one may refuſe to go 
roche Councel, and/he having noe: Superi- 
our, who can controlle him? But fuppoſe 
they should by common conſent aflemble 
them ſelues together ; whe matters are de- 
bated and diſaured in the Councel, who shal 
determine and pronounce the ſentence from 
which there is no appeale? wherfore as whi- 
leſt Chriſte lined, he him (cIfe was the onlic 
Supreme vitble Head, ſo he leauing vs, it 
was neceſlaric he should appoint a ſupreme 
and viſible vicegerent with full and infallible 
Authoritie to enad general lawes, ro define 
verities, to condemne herefies, ro cal & con- 
firme Councels, to determine controuerhies, 
which in cuerie age are raiſed by heretiques, 
and (o to conſerue the Church in puritic and 
vnitie of doQrine. Otherwiſe if Chriſt had 
lefr this authority equally ro al Bishops with- 
dut ſubordination ro one, he had nor (o well 
provided fox conſeruation of this vnitic, ir 
deing hard for manie not ſubordinate to one, 
to agree in one opinion. But hauing appoin- 
ed one {upreme viſible Head,and ſuburdina« 
Ax ted 
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tedal rhereſtro him, itis eafier for them te 
agrecin one, and it is Alſo eaſter forthe reſt 
of Chriſtians to obey one or manie ſubordi- 
nate to one, then to obey manie independent 
commaunders. | 
Hence it is that our Bleſſed Sauiour lon 
before his death promiſed $, Perer for that 
his ſo worthie a confeſſion of his diuinitie 
expreſſed in thoſe words. Tu es Chrj 
Der vint; T how art Chriſt the Sonne of the Lins 
Ged; that he would make him the rocke pa, | 
foundation of the Church, ſaying « Tu ez Pe- 
trus & ſuper hanc petram edificabo Eecleſiam 
meam: Thou art Peter,and vppon thu rocke I will 
build my Church, where by theſe wordes (this 
rocke) can neither be vnderſtood Chriſt, nor 
the faith of Chriſt, as our Reformers would 
haucir, bur Peter, of whom only and not of 
Chriſt or the fairh of Chriſte, mention was 
made immediartlie before. So that to Peter 
Chriſte promiſed thar he should be the rocke 
and foundation on which he would build his 
Ohurch, and (ceing a Foundation, and Head, 
in a myſtical bodie,is al one, it followeth that 
he promiſed ro Peter that he should be Head 
to his Church, and conſequenthe made him 
ſoc, cl(c he thar is veritic ir (eIfe, had not been 
25 good as his word, Wherfore Chriſte in 
deed did accordinylic perfourme his promiſe, 
when after his re ad is the preſence of 
other his Apoſtles, he (ingled out Peter, and 
finding by queſtioning , that he loued bim 
aboue

ebouealthereft, he bad him feed his Lambes 
andsheepe,chatislefſer and greater Chriſtians, 
eucn Bishops, ſaying : Paſce agnos mes, 
ones meas, feed my Lambes, feed my theepe. which 
argueth thar as he ſpake ro Peter and nor to 
the reſt though preſcnr, and as he found thar 
Perer loued him aboue the reſt, ſo he gaue 
to him another and greater paſtoral authori-
